the London metropolitan district, em- 
bracing an area of 700 square miles 
and a population of 8, 000 „000, went on 
strike today for more pay. 

Tonight virtually all the „city of 
London police jéined the strike. That 
part of London known as the “city” 
is about a mile square and has its 
own police force. At the Tower Hill 
meeting this evening it was decided to 
send a deputation to the home office at 
noon tomorrow to meet Premier Lloyd 
George, or any other member of the 
government, and submit the “case of 
the strikers to him. 

The strength of London's police force 
is about 22,000. According’ to the 
union leaders 10,000 of these were 

“out” at noon today and the greater 
proportion of the remainder had shown 
themselves in entire sympathy with 
the strike movement. 

The strike came suddenly, although 
the agitation for increased pay had 
been going on steadily among the po- 
lice for more han a year without re 
sults, .

THE HAGUE, Aug. 30.—Capt. Persius in the 


Berliner Tageblatt discusses the permanent supply- 
ing of American troops with war material and pro- 
visions, pointing out that it is a question which 
increases in interest as the number of American 
troops in Europe increases. 

Persius treats the prophecies that the whole 
American undertaking will soon collapse with skep- 
ticism and compares these prophecies to those pre- 
dicting that America would never have enough 
tonnage to transport the troops, Persius refers 
to War Minister von Stein’s reserved statement in 
which the minister asserted he did not khow the 
Americans and to numerous articles in the Tage- 
blatt pointing out that the Americans were a tre 
mendous force and the folly of a break with Amer- 
fea, 

Now the Americans have secured tonnage for a 
considerable quantity | of troops who are already 
on the continent,” he says. 

The Tageblatt pointed out at the oommencement 
of last year how the Americans must and would 
succeed in this unless submarines in such over- 
whelming quantities as theré are not in the whole 
world could come detween. The paper quotes 
various articles already cabled by correspondents 
predicting this, but alleges that the skepticism of 
the allied press misled the Germans somewhat. 

“Is it enough,” the writer asks, “to suppose that 
reserves for 1,000,000 men will cause America con- 
siderabie anxiety? Is anything to be gained by all 
these calculations about numbers? It is much 
more useful to know if the Americans have force 
enough to master all the difficultftes. Every one

It appears somebody with glowing 
tales of fabulous profits is deluding 
Americans into orris root culture for 
the drug milling market. Two hun- 
dred and fifty tons of peeled dry roots 
have been imported annually. As five 
or six tons is the average yield per 
acre, once in three years, it would not 
ae much to supply the entire de- 
mand; and yet growers in increasing 
numbers, from Washington, Oregon, | 
and Georgia are persistently offering 
their orris root of late—all of it un- 
peeled, for which there is no market. 
Now a Chicago inquirer sees things. 

Peeled orris root brings now 18 
cents per pound for the Florentine im- 
portation and 11 cents for that from 
Morocco laid down in Chicago. Under 
Mediterranean standards, the explol- 
tation of child labor may make the 
culture profitable at such prices—and, 
mind you, that is double the normal 
price—but not in America, Forget it.

Seeds and Nut Shells 
Mean Life for Troops 


School children are asked to co- 
operate with the government in the 
safeguarding of our soldiers’ lives in 
France by saving the seeds from fruit 
and the shells from nuts for the man- 
ufacture of gas masks. The plea is 
made by Alfred J. Benson, chairman 
for the state of Illinois — — Vg — 4 
ings societies, in the fo ng le 
— ed to city and coufity school 
superintendents: 

“Poison gas was one of the first 
fruits of kultur. It stings, blinds and 
kills. Charcoal, or carbon, made from 
fruit pits and nut shells, is used to 
neutralize it. The government needs 
carbon. It asks the boys and girls 
to save pits from these fruits: peaches, 
apricots, plums, cherries, prunes, and 
the shells of hickory nuts, walnuts, 
and butternuts.” 

Two hundred peach stones or seven 
pounds of nut shells will produce 
énough carbon for one gas respirator 
and one properly filled respfrator will 
save one 2 — life.

WORLD FAMOUS 

SCIENTIST, DIES 

Dean of Paleontology at 

Chicago University lll 
for Months. 


Prof. Samuel Wendell Williston,, dean 
of paleontology of the University of 
Chicago, and one of the foremost 
scientists of the country, died yester- 
day at the Presbyterian hospital, after 
an iUlness of several months, from 
cancer of the stomach. He became ill 
after heading a corps of scientists to 
Texas, where extended exploration 
work was done in the fossil fields of 
that state. 

Dean Williston left uncompleted his 
last scientific work, a volume on water 
reptiles of the past and present. He 
has been known for years internation- 
ally as the world’s foremost authority 
On the two winged fly, his “Key to 


the Diptera,” being the world's text 
book on that subject. 
His scientific works d 


190 volumes and his collections of flies 
and fossil reptiles extended into the 
millions. To him fell the distinction 
of classifying hundreds of specimens 


of files and fossils which previously 


had been unidentified.
